Havana, there we took a break 
drawn by horses over the moun- 
tain to Zirl where we got a 
train to to Imsbrech Austria. 
Thence by train to Tablach 
where we got landaus through 
the dolomites and we are tired 
to night. Tomorrow we have 50 
mil^ in landaus to Belluno Italy 
where we get a train to \ enice 
in time to go to church Sunday. 
This mountain scenery is grand 
but some of our folks shiver 
with cold. We are up where it is 
snowing to beat the band and 
for two days the snow fell in a 
regular whirl wind at intervals, 
hut whan. «e get U> Italy wg i 
will pay up for it as it is as hot 1 i 
as the old version. Last night 1 
we had tyrolean trout for dinner, 
and it was fine. These cold I 
rushing mountain streams are!! 
full of fish and as we drove j 
along and saw others angling' 
fur them 1 wished for a day off 
to try my luck. When I left j 
home 1 meant to write about thei 
Passion Play, but I cannot do it j 
justice. It must be seen. No)

The fearful electric rain and 
hail storm passing over Marion 
Sunday is unprecedented in the 
history of the town and country 
which it passed. Between Ma- 
rion and Blackford the crops 
have been greatly damaged, and 
l>et\veen Kept on and Blackford, 
along the I. C. railroad, acres of 
fine tobacco and com was wash- 
ed almost hare And a like re- 
port comes from all over the 
county. In Piney neighborhood 
among the l*est tobacco raisers 
of the county where the crop 
was forward and beautiful re- 
|iort comes that the acreage not 
washed away, is greatly dam- 
aged. twenty per cent, of corn, 
oats, hay and wheat is also 
greatly damaged. 

The electric display was the 
grurulest over witnessed as if 
all of Heavens artillery had 
been turned loose and without 
restraint, swept over the coun- 
try. like Nafiolean's army, or 
Sheridan’s march to the sea and 
in its track much loss to stock 
and grain. More than twenty 
head of stock have been report- 
ed killed from various parts of 
the county. The damage in the 
vicinity el Marion by lightning 
waa. Wheat stack of Josie Hunt 
bunted no¥k«* killed on Bob 
Spense farm, horse killed on 
Wyatt Hunt’s farm and a mule 
of J. E. Glass, who but a few 
weeks ago lost his home and con- 
tents by fire, and two fine mules 
for Mr. Lowery near Fredonia.

This year’s crop of tobacco in 
the United States will not be 
far from 70.tXMl.000 pounds 
greater than the crop of 1909, 
and that hroke all previous rec- 
ords.
